There have been in the air for some days past much 
talk and anticipation of a possible general reduction 
in steel prices notwithstanding the recent 
reaffirmation of prices by the steel in- 
terests in their New York meeting. 

Whatever occasioned this talk and this 
expectation evidently was without substance or author- 
ity, for such a possibility has been brushed aside and 
refuted by a statement made by E. H. Gary, Chairman 
of the United States Steel Corporation, which was 
given out in New York City on April-9. Following 
is an extract from the statement: 

“From all the information at hand, I do not hesitate 
to say that no reductions in the prevailing prices of 
steel are contemplated. Certainly that is our position. 
Of course prices may be increased or decreased at any 
time if there is good reason. If any such reason can 
be given for changing prices, the question will be 
promptly considered on its merits. The steel manu- 
facturers are in close and friendly intercourse and 
propose to continue these relations. If the question of 
reducing or increasing prices shall be raised at any 
time during the next few months there will be delib- 
erate and orderly consideration.” 

In view of this very positive statement as to the 
position of the steel interests and in view of advance 
issurances of like import that were pronounced by 
rank Baackes, Vice-President and Sales Agent of the 
\merican Steel & Wire Company, in his address be- 
fore the ninth annual convention of the National Retail 
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Hardware Association at St. Louis in March, it would 
seem that sufficient assurance of the stability of steel 
prices has been provided and that nothing stands as a 
bar to the progress of the industries which depend 
upon the attitude of steel and iron. 








Wuat is quite commonly designated as “Rubber- 
neck” advertising really deserves a more dignified ap- 
pellation, although it is doubtful if a sub- 
““Rubberneck” stitute term could be chosen for it that 
Advertising. would so fully express the effect of this 
class of publicity and define the condi- 
tions that apply to it. What is known as “rubberneck” 
advertising consists in pasting penciled or penned an- 
nouncements, statements, appeals or other matter upon 
scraps of paper in conspicuous: situations upon prom- 
inent store windows either in singles, doubles, triplets 
or in further extension. There is something wonder- 
fully fascinating about a scrap of paper pasted con- 
spicuously upon the middle of a big store window. 
It is so fascinating as to be almost irresistible, and act- 
ing upon the knowledge of this fact that has been 
gained from experience in repeated trials many adver- 
tising successes have been achieved at almost no ex- 
pense at all other than investments of brains, scraps 
of paper and blue pencils or pencils of other kinds. A 
notable experience of actual occurrence in the “rub- 
berneck”’ line is this. A short letter received from a 
traveling man by his proprietor, a merchant, merely 
announced the closing of a deal for a job lot of cer- 
tain goods. In a spirit of fun this letter was pasted 
upon the front window and it kept the sidewalk in 
front of the store crowded solid for two days with 
pedestrians waiting for their turns to read the letter 
which contained nothing of real interest to them and 
nothing at all humorous or otherwise attractive. This 
instance is cited as merely an item that proves the rule 
in the matter of “rubberneck” advertising. 

Any bright fellow who can write bright things about 
goods in the store and who is bright enough to know 
what is best in the store to write about may bring 
about wonders in an advertising way, through the 
“rubberneck” advertising system, and the beauty of 
the scheme is that people who once have been enticed 
into reading one of the signs or scraps of paper will 
continue to come again and again and will continue to 
wait for opportunities to read the scraps as long as 
they are kept freshened and crisp and new. Really 
there is no accounting for the furores the “rubberneck”’ 
scheme has been guilty of creating, and the persistence 
with which people will hang on and wait for oppor- 
tunities for individual perusal of scraps of paper of 
this character surpasses all understanding....To this 
extent the possibilities of “rubberneck” advertising ma\ 
be taken for granted but beyond this point the advan- 
tages to be gained from these known facts naturally 
depend wholly upon the genius and intelligence of the 
storekeeper who endeavors to work the system. Peo- 
ple will allow themselves to be drawn into “rubber- 
necking” and if there are in the scraps cleyerl\ 
planned invitations to come in and see something that 
is worth seeing, or if true statements concerning cer- 
tain goods to be had within the store are made, the 
pasters are not only made to serve a direct and worthy 
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purpose but are removed from a possible charge of 
deceit or trifling and nothing but good advertising 
can come from them. 

‘“Rubberneck” advertising may be made particularly 
effective in connection with good practical demonstra- 
tions of articles within the store and there are in 
hardware stocks many articles that can be suitably 
demonstrated to very great advantage. Among these 
are washing machines, churns, the newest and best 
types of sad irons, cooking appliances, gas or coal 
stoves, by bakings of bread, cake, cookies or other 
attractive articles, and there are various other items 
that are riearly always right at hand. A bright, clever 


woman or a bright clever man, as _ occasion 
may require, put steadily at work in_ practi- 
cal demonstrations will be able to interest vast 


numbers of people by showing “just how to do it,” 
and if the “rubberneck” window scraps are brightly 
worked they will rarely fail to bring the people troop- 
ing in. Again beyond this, it is of course up to the 
merchant himself and to his skill and good judgment 
to interest visitors with other things within the store 
than those which are under process of demonstration. 
Of course it is altogether desirable that the windows 
should say bright, crisp, short, snappy, epigrammatic 
things, for all of which there are plenty of opportuni- 
ties within the mind of a bright fellow such as should 
be chosen to make a success of a venture of this kind. 
Bits of good humor always succeed, veiled local hits 
that are clean and good never fail to create mirth and 
enthusiasm. With the incoming of the people by all 
means look out for the children and see that they are 
taken very good care of. Children are good advertis- 
ers, their little tongues prattle in their homes to very 
excellent effect and of course all of this helps along 
any kind of an advertising scheme. 

“Rubberneck” advertising has its advantages. It 
rarely fails of complete success if properly followed 
up. It involves no expensive campaign, and often no 
expense at all, but for complete and prompt success 
it requires behind it a bright mind, a ready wit and a 
prompt adaptability in the personality of its guiding 
mind. It requires an ability to put bright things upon 
scraps of paper and often in quick succession. Busi- 
nesses have been established and fortunes have been 
made solely through “rubberneck” advertising meth- 
ods. It is worth experimenting upon. Any bright fel- 
low may make a success of it.

ers with the story that American manu- 

facturers are careless, negligent, unwise and all that 

sort of thing in the matter of refusing to adapt their 

manufactures and their packing to foreign whims and 
customs. 

It is not reasonable to suppose that American 
manufacturers are so stubborn as to forego oppor- 
tunities for extending trade for any such reasons as 
the ordinary consular reports set forth along these 
lines. There is in the testimony of an American ma- 
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chinery merchant some conflicting evidence that tends 
to refute the representations of American consuls and 
we are glad to learn of it. This well informed gentle- 
man, who has had a wide experience in erecting Amer- 
ican machinery abroad, having been for a number of 
years with a big English engineering firm, now tells 
us, much consular evidence to the contrary notwith- 
standing, that it is not the truth that all American 
manufacturers refuse absolutely to make any changes 
in their products to suit foreign purchasers. He says 
he has seen American-built tools abroad embodying 
many marked and important variations from the stand- 
ard types. 

As to American packing methods, he says that he 
fails to see how American products suffer in any gen- 
eral comparison with those of any other country. In 
going through hardware stores abroad he found a 
general recognition of American acuteness in present- 
ing articles in attractive style. He even found 
one salesman who attributed the selling quality of 
American-made goods to the way they were packed 
and their merits set forth. As to consular criticism of 
the manufacturers, this merchant says that one must 
not be too receptive of the consular assertions. Such 
testimony as this is most impressive as coming from 
a practical man closely identified with the trade, and 
in 2 position to know pretty thoroughly what he is 
talking about. Furthermore, it coincides closely with 
statements made in consular statements in other coun- 
tries, testifying to the thoroughness and intelligence 
with which the average American exporter conducts 
his foreign trade. 








January figures of coal and coke traffic for seven 
leading eastern coal carrying roads, 8,554,969 tons, 
show a 29 per cent decrease as compared 
with like figures for January, 1907. The 
shipments of bituminous coal during the 
month, 6,864,577 tons, were about 24 per 
cent below those for January, 1907, while the coke 
shipments, 1,146,688 tons, show a decrease of over 53 
per cent. The anthracite coal traffic over the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Pennsylvania railroads, 543,704 
tons, being less subject to the vicissitudes of industrial 
demands, shows the relatively small decrease of 9 per 
cent, as compared with the January, 1907, figures. To- 
tal anthracite coal shipments from eastern producing 
territory for the month, 5,618,339 tons, were heavier 
than during December, 1907, and in excess of January 
shipments of earlier years except those during Janu 
ary, 1903, when 5,964,950 gross tons were shipped. 
The estimated coke production at Connellsville, includ 
ing the lower district, during the first five weeks of 
the year, 839,346 net tons, was about 60 per cent below 
the corresponding 1907 total, the number of idle ovens 
having increased from an average of 1,983 for the first 
five weeks of 1907 to 20,826, the average figure for the 
first five weeks of the present year. The number of 
cars used in shipping the product during this period 
was 20,743, compared with 73,682 reported for the 
same period in 1907. Production of anthracite and 
coke pig iron during the month, 1,045,525 gross tons, 
shows a further decrease of operations since the recent 
depression set in, the corresponding 1907 and 1906 fig- 
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ures being 2,205,607 gross tons and 2,068,893 gross 
tons. The only district which shows an improvement, 
as compared with the December output, is the Pitts- 
burg district, which reports a production of 305,575 
oross tons for January, as compared with 258,412 
oross tons for December.

Nearly sixty million pins are made each day in Eng- 
land. Some twenty odd million are manufactured in 
France, and other countries produce ten million and 
upward each day. This enormous output has been 
going on regularly for years; but what becomes of the 
pins? They do not wear out; they do not dissolve into 
the air; there is no way of destroying them. It is in- 
deed an interesting problem to discover what becomes 
of them. . 

Over eighty-four million pins are lost daily in Eu- 
rope, and the cash value of these would be about five 
thousand dollars. 


Speaking of advertising and of advertising bills, one 
who knows a lot about it and whose experience counts 
for much, once expressed himself: 

“You will be pressed for money oftener because you 
have no advertising bills to pay than because you 
have. Big advertising bills and big bank balances 
grow, together, out of the same publicity campaigns. 
The merchant who holds down his expense account by 
cutting out advertising saves money just the way the 
railroads would if they should stop buying coal for 
their locomotives.” 


And now that we are on the subject of advertising 
again, let me tell you how a Nebraska hardware mer- 
chant who handles sewing machines got a lot of valu- 
able advertising information: During a fair week he 
advertised that he would give away a $45 sewing ma- 
chine.

Each sheet was numbered and 
when the fair was over they were placed in a bag, 
folded, and thoroughly mixed. A child drew one of 
the sheets out of the bag, and the lady whose name 
was on it received the machine.

Acting on this line, we have endeavored to over- 
come some of the weak points common to this mode of 


heating. 
The furnace is the round, portable type, with base, 
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Baseordt Plan 





fire pot and body of cast iron, body of dome and radia- 
tor of wrought iron or steel, top of dome and top and 
bottom of radiator of cast iron. All is encased in a 
double galvanized iron jacket. The grate being thirty 
inches in diameter, has a surface of 4.9 square feet. 

The total radiating surface of fire pot, body, dome 
and radiator is 107 square feet, or a ratio between 
grate and radiating surface of I to 21.7. 

The contents of the house heated is 38,800 cubical 
feet, which gives a ratio, between the radiating sur- 
face and the cubical contents of the house, of 1 to 365. 

The air passage between dome and radiator is 8 
inches, and the air passage between radiator and cas- 
ing 4% inches; this gives a total of 12.5 square feet 
varmed flue space for the incoming air. 

The bonnet on the furnace is 24 inches high above 
the radiator or somewhat higher than usual. This is 
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necessary so that the larger pipes can be taken off 
above the radiator. 

Prof. Carpenter gives the velocity of air at this lati- 
tude to the first floor from 2.5 to 4 feet per second, to 
the second floor 5 feet per second, and to the third 
floor 6 feet per second. 

This would give an average of 4.8 feet per second, 
or 288 feet per minute. 

By multiplying the flue space by the speed we have 
3,600 cubic feet of air per minute. 

This being rightly distributed throughout the ducts 
and registers, would be sufficient (the contents of the 
house being 38,800 cubic feet) to change the air 
throughout the building every eleven minutes. 

The furnace bonnet is connected to the rising pipes 
by galvanized ducts. There are but five rising pipes 
in the building, A, B, C, D and E. A is connected to 
six rooms, B to six rooms, C to four rooms, D to three 
rooms and E to one room. 

The construction of the house made it necessary to 
use round risers in some places and in others square 
risers. 

The first floor shows a return register under wash 
basin in rear hall. This is connected to the cold-air 
duct in the basement, and may be used at any time 
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to warm the house quickly and economically by open- 
ing the return register and closing the valve in cold- 
air box at the entrance to the basement. This allows 
the air in the rooms to return to the basement, where 
it is again warmed. 

This feature is not particularly healthful, but com- 
pares favorably with a direct steam-heating system. 

The owner expected to occupy this building by De- 
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cember 1, and we had hoped to make some tests to 
verify our figures, but in the latter part of November 
the building was so badly damaged by fire that we 
were unable to do so. 

All .of the elbows where possible are made round. 
All rising pipes are well covered with asbestos paper 
wired fast. We have endeavored to proportion the 
rising pipes so that each branch may get its proper 
proportion of air, the risers being reduced in size as 
each branch is taken from it. To obtain the propor- 
tion for size of pipe we use the following table: 


To find cubic feet of air passing through pipes to: 
Ist floor, multiply area in inches by 1.25 
2d floor, multiply area in inches by 1.66 
3d floor, multiply area in inches by 2.08 
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We know from experience that this arrangement of 
heaters, pipes, etc., is very satisfactory in operation 
and economical in fuel. The loss by radiation of ex- 
posed pipe surface in basement is reduced from ™% 
to 2-3. 

The above arrangement has been used in a number 
of residences in our city, and by anemometer tests it 
shows that every room in the house gets its proportion 
of warmed air, pure and fresh.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Each week of bright weather and sunshine apparent- 
ly strengthens the condition of the hardware trade, 
both as to its retail and its jobbing departments. There 
is at the present time, particularly in the retail trade 
throughout the West and Northwest, a strong inquiry 
relating to garden tools and farming appliances. The 


building trades are also awakening and the inquiries ~ 


‘or builders’ hardware and for nails has grown -con- 
siderably during the past week. Actual sales and sales 
in a very good volume must necessarily follow these 
inquiries, as the evidence is at hand that building oper- 
ations will run very strong through the spring and 
summer, and also that farmers will be promptly in the 
market to claim the tools and implements that their 
occupations require, and it may be said that almost 
universally farmers throughout the West and North- 
west are paying spot-cash for the things they buy. 
In wire fencing and wire of all kinds for fencing the 
demand has kept up steadily and each week shows 
some increase in the demand. Evidently this comes 
about from the fact that this fencing demand which 
started in the far Southwest and has grown steadily 
further north is feeling the effect of the new avail- 
able fencing territory that is being added as the sea- 
son advances. Prices in hardware lines remain firm. 
There .are noted a few shifts in discounts that have 
been made in certain lines, but these are largely along 
the lines of readjustments and few of them may be 
taken into account as in any way affecting the general 
trend of the hardware market. In wire products it 
may be noted that the démand for barb wire, both in 
painted and galvanized form, is particularly heavy at 
the present time. Wire nails continue at $2.23; paint- 
ed barb wire at $2.38; galvanized barb wire at $2.68; 
smooth galvanized wire, $2.38; smooth annealed wire, 
$2.08; galvanized staples, $2.63; polished staples, 
$2.23. These figures cover car lots to jobbers. Five 
cents is to be added for car lots to retailers and fifteen 
cents for less than car lots to retailers. 


COPPER. 

For the first time since the recession of the late 
summer of 1907, the domestic consumption has made 
some impression on the market. Reports from the 
various consuming interests indicate that there is a 
brisk demand for their products, which has been re- 
flected in the demand for the raw material. Con- 
sumers say that the situation is sound; that little short 
of a catastrophe can prevent them slowly increasing 
their takings until their business is again on a normal 
basis. Producers say that the outlook is for higher 
prices, despite the recent recessions in the market, 
which must be expected when the production creeps 
above the consumption. The better feeling in the mar- 
ket was reflected in the foreign markets, which are 
reported making efforts to secure more American cop- 
per at a shade under the market. From present indi- 
cations there will be a fair -export movement this
